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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 
The applicant's amendment filed 9/15/05 overcame the technical deficiencies and the 
prior art rejection. Claims 1-2, 5, 7-11, 13-14 and 26-31 are allowed because the prior art of 
record does not suggest "a second input of the amplifier alternatively coupled to a first reference 
voltage source or a second reference voltage source as combined in claim 1" and the steps of 
"charging the capacitor in the element to a specific first reference voltage before tuning the filter 
stage and varying on the capacitor until the voltage drop across the capacitor is equal to second 
reference voltage and it is then charge in the opposite direction until the voltage which is 
dropped across capacitor is once again equal to the first reference voltage as combined in claim 
31".
